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believe, some have been taught to. 
believe, that the elusive thing which 
always attracts but ever just beyond our reach, 
twinkling light leads the dark through 
marshy places, now shining bright and clear and 
causing hope spring our breasts, and again 
losing itself the very darkness into which has 
led and leaving for the moment despair,— 
then not worth our while spend our time 
such pursuit. But, believe that some- 
thing which ever attracts, light which steadily 
and constantly moves before and lost 
our vision now and then, not through its own caprice 
desire elude us, but through our failure see, 
then may truly take courage and know that 
where even few are gathered together with this 
one purpose mind may dare forward. 

Our purpose, however, more definite than mere 
ideal that are pursue—the Ideal Teacher— 
and according our earnestness purpose, our 
clearness vision, and our faith shall rewarded 
being led ever upward and onward our steady 
pursuit this ideal once seen. 

Our desire see together. Our eyes are all 
turned the same general direction, towards the 
light, and yet from our different standpoints must 
our views somewhat different. Perhaps one 
the most interesting things could would 
get the view from every standpoint, see what 
have common, and then give that common 
experience the significance and power vision. 
The Ideal Teacher must have the and 
the vision must reveal her both past and future. 
The past and future what? two things, the 
human race and the child. These two must ever 
seen side side, for the one moves will 
the other, the one made the other 


neither can exist truly understood without the 
other. 

Looking the race its onward progress one 
must see how slowly and often painfully many steps 
were taken that led the power man has to-day. 
One must also see that much time was wasted and 
strength lost experiences that did not help the 
general onward progress, because all were children; 
there was one point the better path help 
choose the better way. experiences accumu- 
lated and began associated with good bad 
results, man began develop the judgment which 
enabled him direct his own course more wisely 
from year year and generation generation. 

Man looked upon the strange world which 
found himself, looked and wondered and felt thrilled 
with joy fear that which did not understand. 
Then, being created the image God, had 
put these vague feelings into form, give expression 
them, his emotional life. first, course, 
these expressions were crude, sometimes the material 
used was stone, sometimes marble, sometimes color, 
sometimes sound, and sometimes words; and all 
the great arts man, architecture, sculpture, 
painting, music and poetry, came from such 
simple beginnings, from man’s emotional response 
his environment. 

Again man looked upon his strange world and 
began picking things here and there; questioning 
things which did not understand; and trying 
find the answers his own questions began 
think. all the world science came be, 
what man thought about the rocks under his feet; 
the stars over his head; all things which changed 
from day day; the plants which blossomed 
one season and bore fruit another; the animals 
about him which lived, bore their young, and died; 
all things the external world; and finally 
turned his thoughts within see how thought, 
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and result gave the world one its latest 
and most significant sciences; all these sciences 
being man’s intellectual response his environment. 

Again looked upon his world, world human 
beings, people who lived and worked together, and 
order that might live with his fellow men more 
happily and work with them more effectively, cus- 
toms were recognized, laws made, institutions devel- 
oped, and history, the record man’s worthy 
deeds, came be, man’s volitional response his 
environment. 

But what bearing has all this, which has 
with man and the race, upon the Ideal Teacher? 

just this which the Ideal Teacher must 
realize she would understand three necessary 
things: the child the one hand, the school course 
study the other, and the natural relation they 
bear one another. She must know that the 
course study not much subject-matter 
learned the child order that may pass 
satisfactory examination, but much race experi- 
ence which his rich inheritance and which 
has every right, that his life may richer and fuller 
every sense, and that through this. fuller life 
may add his part the inheritance those who 
come after. 

The Ideal Teacher will know that all this rich 
race experience was accumulated gradually through 
living, and that the only way which can 
inherited its rightful heirs, appreciated and 
truly known, through living and not mere memo- 
rizing, and she will therefore see that her schoolroom 
which her children can live and which 
she lives with them. 

She will realize that every wholesome, free, and 
joyous bodily activity deepens one’s sense life 
and power, and will, therefore, encourage such 
rhythmic activity, such plays and games will 
bring this about all children from the kindergarten 
through school. 

She will realize that hand the natural 
scepter which raises man the position sovereign 
the earth’’; that the hand man’s most impor- 
tant tool carving out his own destiny; that control 
hand means control mind and makes creator 
man well sovereign, and she will, therefore, 
see that every child from the kindergarten the 
university has ample opportunity use his 
hands that may develop his creative power. 

The Ideal Teacher will realize that every 
soul there song freed means the human 
voice, not merely learned means tech- 
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nical. mechanical drill. She will realize that 
every song has emotional element, 
therefore make her schoolroom atmosphere such 
that song natural part it, that out the 
fullness the heart and life the voice singeth, and 
not merely because the hour set apart for the 
special music lesson. 

She will realize that through interesting and 
wisely directed conversation expand and enrich 
our own lives day day, and will, therefore, take 
down from above her door the sign which reads, 
talking, all who enter and make 
possible for her children from the kindergarten 
the university work social groups where they 
may have the stimulus, inspiration, and suggestions 
that arise where many are gathered together with 
one aim, instead deadening all real life rigidly 
isolating the individual his own prison screwed- 
down seat, which its very nature forbids his turn- 
ing his head view his neighbor’s work, heighten 
his own interest seeing the interest his neighbor. 

The Ideal Teacher will realize how long the 
history man the story was the means conserving 
and passing down from generation generation 
all that was most significant; how through the 
story the whole universe was interpreted 
man’s own life; how through the story man’s 
vision was broadened, his imagination enriched, 
and his horizon widened; and she will realize the 
value the personal element the story, the soul 
soul and heart heart element which she gives 
through her voice and gets through her eye, and 
she will, therefore, allow neither book nor printed 
page stand between her and her children 
her hour.” 

She will realize that all had its 
beginning out doors, and will, therefore, take 
the hands her children and with them the 
fields, hills, woods, and streams even the 
commonplace She will not 
point out them what they are see, but will 
stimulate interest that will lead them wonder, 
question, make discoveries, and she will 
close them that through her wider knowledge, 
her broader experience, she may deepen this sense 
wonder, answer questions such way sug- 
gest larger questions, and make each discovery 
significant that will lead other discoveries. 
The indoor part, the book part, will merely supple- 
ment the out-of-door part and interest because 
will make all the out-of-door parts more inter- 
esting. this way the book will the live thing, 
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and will the Ideal Teacher who will thus make 
live. 


This Ideal Teacher will know that geography 
begins the child’s experience and radiates 
every direction from his home. She will, therefore, 
begin with the present location all her children 
and each child. This may the hills 
valleys, the desert prairie, river sea, but 
will not the same all school districts, nor 
all schools even one large district. all roads 
ancient times led Rome, all roads the course 
study lead out from the child’s own personal life, 
his own very real and vital experience; and the 
Ideal Teacher will know that books which the 
child finds along these roads have meaning only 
when one lives, and she will first live with her 
children that they turn may know how use 
their books. 

The Ideal Teacher will know that number lies 
the heart every art, science, and fact life, 
though many cases slumbers far conscious- 
ness concerned. measures the incoming and 
outgoing the tides, the waxing and waning the 
moon, the endless passing the hours and days, 
the steady beating the heart and rhythmic draw- 
ing the breath. part the very nature 
man, showing his earliest days the life both 
the race and the individual the intense interest 
has all kinds rhythm. The pleasure gets 
the succession even though they 
meaningless, shown the persistance any num- 
ber counting-out rhymes find them all 
countries to-day: 


Eenie, meenie, minie, mo, 
Catch feenie, finie, fo, 
Ommanuja, papa tuja, 
Ric, vic, van, do, 
D-O-E spells do. 


Intery, mintery, cutery-corn; 
Apple-seed and apple-thorn; 
Wire, brier, limber-lock, 
Five geese flock, 
Sit and sing spring, 
and again. 


These will serve example and there prob- 
ably one who cannot recall number others. 
The names have for successive sounds things, 
one, two, three, four, five, six, seven, are just 
meaningless and arbitrary first the little 
child, but with the Ideal Teacher they gradually 
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take meaning the child given opportunity 
after opportunity having number experiences 
his schoolroom life. these experiences the time 
will come when discovers that cannot solve 
his problem without help. Here the Ideal Teacher 
finds her opportunity showing him how can 
always help himself will work hard learn 
certain things, together the dreaded multiplica- 
tion table learned way most helpful each 
particular group children. And with addition, 
subtraction, division, fractions, and all other funda- 
mentals mathematics. 

The Ideal Teacher will realize that all history 
begins the present, the making, but 
interest value only relates the past, 
outgrowth it; that the first past which little 
child knows his own; that past seasons and events 
give him more realization this; that the past 
life experience the seed which plants deepens 
his appreciation the relation between all present 
experiences and past, until history will live and the 
past seen the present and great interest 
because the present, and not just collection 
facts and dates which must learned every school 
boy and girl. 

The Ideal Teacher will realize that language 
living subject, especially the mother tongue, and that, 
therefore, the only way which should taught 
living way. Grammar merely the formula- 
tion man’s experience with language, 
vital meaning young boy girl. Language 
personal thing and child’s appreciation 
must grow through use. The use the Ideal Teacher 
makes language, her feeling for words, her appre- 
ciation the meaning words and forms expres- 
sion, will influence her children thousand times more 
than the most complete grammar studied formal 
way. The Ideal Teacher will find and give number- 
less opportunities for expression, both oral and 
written, such genuine nature that the child 
cannot help but gain power the use his mother 
tongue, and then will her criticisms and suggestions 
truly strengthen and encourage. 

The Ideal Teacher who realizes that language 
life and means knowing life will able 
teach foreign language that will fairly teem with 
the life its own people and not the children 
what Cesar was the young girl who said she was 
out school before she realized that was 
anything more than text-book written trans- 


lated the boys and girls who had chosen take 
course Latin. 
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The Ideal Teacher will realize that ages passed 
before man had the printed book, and that when 
did have it, was because something worthy 
preserved and passed down from generation 
generation; she will know that was wonderful, 
mysterious, sincere, and genuine thing, out- 
growth life, experience, and that, 
only books genuine worth are put the hands 
children. When she cannot have such books 
the beginning she will make her own out the lives 
her children are living the schoolroom. Later on, 
when they can read, she will see that whatever they 
read has meaning, and her books there 
that which has particular value expanding 
enriching deepening the lives her children she 
will eliminate and put her emphasis upon that 
which truly worth while. The Ideal Teacher 
who would interest her children the book will 
always through life. 

The Ideal Teacher will find the basis every art, 
every science, and every subject which deals with 
human life its varied relations, the experiences 
her children, but neither her subject-matter nor 
their interest will limited that experience. 
She will see each subject not only its beginning 
the individual interests and experiences her own 
group children, but its widest social implication 
and will, therefore, able lead her children step 
step from one phase interest the other; 
with them, their traveling companion and guide. 
How much the joy and benefit derived from 
journey depend upon one’s traveling companion! 

there any one who does not shrink from the 
guide who goes before and with finger pointed 
everything sight tells what knows about 
these things, what thinks should know 
that paid for telling us? 

there any one who has ever traveled with 
blessed companion, companion who proved 
guide, philosopher, and friend before the end the 
journey? Did you sometimes loiter the meadow 
just because its beauty and its sweet earthy 
smell; did you spend half-hour merely sitting 
the soft green grass the hillside with the 
Johnny-jump-ups smiling all around your feet; 
did you ever stop enchanted yellow grain field 
richly dotted with scarlet poppies, stoop over and 
gather your arms full while your companion watched 
and understood, and then discover that picked 
poppy was short-lived? After that you and your 
companion stopped drink the beauty many 
such bright scenes, but you longer cared 


break the delicate bright blossoms from their stems, 
and your companion told you many interesting 
things about them that you could not discover for 
yourself that time that great desire was kindled 
know more, and together you set about find out 
this more. Some you found the gardens 
fields, some the text-book, some literature, 
and some the future. 

Did you ever your journey pick bit 
rock your feet because interested you, and have 
your companion give you with word two number- 
less reasons for deeper interest that could satis- 
fied only genuine research your part? 

Did you ever wonder the sound the wind 
the willows the reflection the stars the pool, 
and have the broader experience your companion 
deepen that sense wonder and increase your desire 
for knowledge until you felt akin the poet and 
scientist, too? 

What would journey with such companion 
mean? What would life with such companion 
mean? Such companion will the Ideal Teacher. 
She will know what the journey 
she has made it, either happily 
happily joyously she has been fortunate and will 
the right kind companion, but unhappily 
then she has been unfortunate but she will know 
well that other child should make that way, 
and will start with joyful anticipation every 
experience while traveling with her little ones. 
She will know that happy mood every mind 
most receptive, most active, and most responsive, 
and she will see that her schoolroom atmosphere 
stimulates joyous activity. Having made possible 
that every worthy interest her children shall 
stimulated, she will provide her schoolroom 
with those objects and books which will keep these 
interests alive and constantly growing, 
will outside her schoolroom with her children 
often their growth will require. 

The Ideal Teacher will know the needs her 
children not only relation the course study, 
subject-matter, but she will know them rela- 
tion all life. her, matter how great the 
number, they will many individual human 
beings who need understood, encouraged, 
and loved, whose true unfoldment can come about 
only happy and sympathetic atmosphere. 
She will the woman who understands not only 
with her head but with her heart. She will love 
every child under her care, she will believe every 
child her roon, and, therefore, she will encourage 
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every faint suggestion effort power which 
may manifest itself. She will see every act not 
end itself but relation the larger life 
the child and thus really see its significance. She 
will visit the homes her children know more 
the other influences which are helping form 
character that she may co-operate with those which 
are wholesome, counteract those which are not. 
She will realize that all social life some the 
things which influence most are perhaps never 
lifted consciousness, but are the silent influences 
which sink deep into our lives and transform them 
slowly. Whocan say how greatly truly courteous 
teacher influences her whole school, and how little 
necessity there such room for special time 
set apart for lessons morals and manners; 
how truly reverent spirit teacher felt and 
respected every boy and girl, and affects his 
whole view life; how sense honor culti- 
vated every boy and girl response deep 
sense honor teacher; how sense humor 
teacher makes all life sweeter and saner for 
every boy and girl her care. 

The Ideal Teacher will sympathize with her chil- 
dren, encourage them, work with them, play with 
them, and laugh with them but never them. 

The Ideal Teacher will always discipline her chil- 
dren through their activities rather than through 
repression. She will realize that activity life and 
growth, and the lack means death; therefore, 
she will never have unoccupied moments for them; 
she may have periods rest but she will never expect 
her children’s hands and minds idle because 
she has failed provide something keep them 
busy; she will know that there always hovering 
about that one who ‘‘finds some mischief still for 
idle hands do.” 

She will never speak any more discourteously 
sarcastically those souls intrusted her care 
this educational journey than she would those 
companions she taking trip through Europe. 
She will never take any more liberties with the 
personality little child than she would with 
adult. She will respect every child’s individuality 


and his body the dwelling-place his soul that’ 


she will not dare lay hands upon even the shoulders 
little child except spirit reverence, tender- 
ness, love. She will never speak child 
her schoolroom way that she would embar- 
rassed find herself using speaking friend. 
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that self through its appearance; 


Above all she will sincere; herself, not 
irritable, impatient, unbelieving, and therefore 
unhopeful person with her children and delightful 
companion with her friends. Being herself, being 
sincere, and being ideal teacher 
nothing too sweet, too dear, too bright, 
too wonderful, her life touch the lives her 
children and make them more sweet and dear and 
bright and wonderful than they already are. 
herself,

her whole schoolroom will necessity 
perhaps 
through its fresh curtains the windows, its pots 
growing plants, its vase fresh flowers, its 
attractive pictures the walls; the change its 
decoration from month month season season 
keeping pace with the changing interests the 
schoolroom life.

Each morning and afternoon took few min- 
utes asking different members the class recite 
pointed the different expressions: 
morning, morning, Miss L.’’ 
you do, well, thank you, 
Miss L.,”’ etc., etc. 

played many visiting games. The children 
had cut pictures furniture and when their little 
friend called, was received graciously and invited 
see the different articles. The host hostess 
told the visitor about each article, and soon the con- 
versation became spontaneous. 

Dialogues this length were not unusual: ‘‘How 
chair, (Holding the picture chair.)

This dialogue was written 
upon the board for reading lesson. 

six weeks about two hundred English words 
were learned, and the children seemed able com- 
bine them into sentences, short stories, and occa- 
sionally into rhymes.

The children’s names were learned here, and were 
used frequently sentences. The child who learned 
the other children’s names was commended, but 
held each responsible for his own name only.

Some readers may, this point, decide 
that the procedure are considering scattered. 
brief survey may show otherwise. The children 
school were mostly foreigners; they had prac- 
tically English vocabulary, they had not taken 
the slightest interest —‘‘the hen found bag 
flour’’; they lacked self-confidence; and the major- 
ity were physically not well. 

The problem seemed resolve itself into arousing 
their interest, enriching their English vocabulary, 
and developing their self-confidence. Indoors had 
followed the usual paths, and, after many weeks, 
were just about where began. 

When went out doors, the first step was 
find what interested them; and the next, use 
—and make rounds the phonetic ladder which 
they might climb reading. 

aim must not, the early stages, allowed 
thwart their interest growing self-confidence, 
and that why they led and followed. But grad- 
ually the elective process became directed—sugges- 
tion can always this—and eventually, and more 
expeditiously than one might think, the words needed 
for our phonics had been acquired.

Great epochs history bring analysis 
existing practices every phase life. When 
nation brought face face with vital issue and 
realizes its shortcomings, the question arises, ‘‘Have 
lived ‘‘Have been trained meet 
these 

One question to-day is, Have nation been 
too individualistic? Our schools are planned that 
makes each individual possessor rather than 
sharer creator. Grades are arranged that 
children must get all they can,—memorize given 
amount material, possess given amount ab- 
stract knowledge, they can pass into another grade 
and the same thing again. 

University presidents protest against the lack 
interest students show their work. Naturally, 
the time students have passed through the same 
method becoming possessors for long,—life 
holds little when have only ourselves consider, 
—one must tire mere possession. The dullness 
living with self demands outlet and the extrava- 
gances and thrills are necessity. Schools have not 
trained youth live each day, get all they can out 
each period life possessing that they may 
share, that they may re-adapt conditions, with 
hoping change knowledge practice 
for the 

Another criticism to-day that our young people 
are not ready take orders, they have not been 
taught obey. this not the fault the school? 


Children pass through school life coerced into obedi- 
ence without knowing that obedience co-operation. 
The organization the school does not plan for 
opportunities co-operate, assume responsibility 
self relation others. Teachers have assumed 
this responsibility for children. 

Still another criticism that as-a nation are 
slow re-adapt ourselves new conditions. The 
re-adaptation that necessary to-day relation 
right values people and their service, food, 
dress, transportation, and mechanics will require 
self-control, consideration for others, 
interest, and knowledge mechanics such our 
schools have not given. coming 
agreement the use the hand and materials 
being means use books. 

There has been effort bring the two together, 
but are still measuring education the amount 
book knowledge memorized rather than the 
amount investigation and invention things 
hand and their relation human life. have 
not intended moralize, but feel keenly that this 
our call must not only think terms 
democracy, but act, organize our schools into 
democracy, that from their first school experience 
children will have opportunity develop individu- 
ality but not individualistic, work with social 
motive, have interest work through respon- 
sibility, obey right spirit through opportunity 
co-operate, meet emergencies through oppor- 
tunity initiate their own problems. Such 
education means, Dr. Flexner has said, 
children know about, care about and under- 
stand the world they live in—both the physical 
and social 

not ready give scientific report the 
subject Spontaneous Group Work versus Organized 
Group Work, but experience with both has helped 
reach some conclusions, and these may 
some help. 

Before going further would well come 
clear understanding these terms. times 
the kindergarten work has been viewed from two 
lines approach called the old and the new method, 
the conservative and the radical, the free and the 
directed. 


The terms Spontaneous and Organized are much 
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better terms add our kindergarten vocabulary. 
They are broader meaning and much different 
from that free and directed. The spontaneous 
group work does not mean that type work where 
children are given permission 
materials free way. means self-activity 
every sense the word. restriction materials 
excludes spontaneous action. The types material 
may one child and check another. 
spontaneous group free organization regard 
numbers; sometimes child will work alone, some- 
times groups two, three, and again the entire 
group; free location, free selection kinds 
material, children’s natural play. 
organized group organized the teacher. With 
this understanding terms can discuss more 
freely. 

first conclusion is:— 

That need have more confidence chil- 
dren. Our educational system has been based faith 
the children’s next stage development. 
have felt that must instruct them, teach them 
just much prepare for the next period. must 
have faith the possibilities each period and see 
that children live to-day the best their ability. 
must have more faith that their spontaneous 
play educative; that this play they are making 
clearer impression, they are endeavoring better 
understand experiences. 

overheard two mothers discussing the idea 

individual education. One remarked that she did 
not see how individual education could benefit 
for while the teacher was educating one child the 
rest would standing their heads. sure 
teachers would never consider that individual edu- 
cation means taking one child time into corner 
and teaching him—but think have been afraid 
that children would stand their heads left alone. 
forget that interest takes care discipline. 
entire group children. There will insistence 
upon fair play. Even very large kindergartens 
children naturally form themselves into groups 
when left themselves. 

children many nationalities. One morning before 
school they had grouped themselves into six groups 
—one the sand table, another looking pictures, 
one group playing policemen, one large group wait- 
ing for turns handle the one set carpenter tools, 
one rolling balls, and another group playing house. 
remarked the time, what pity break these 


groups—but this being twelve years ago did not 
have faith that these groups could mean anything 
educational all these children instead organ- 
izing themselves were organized instructed 
from the adult standpoint. have not faith 
this period where children have confidence self; 
not make enough this opportunity for 
expression. 

This may illustrate point. The children had 
been interested boats and thinking build 
this interest was suggested that they play boat 
the circle with children boat, left overs waves, 
etc., the usual kindergarten sub-division the adult, 
but was boat with little motive power and very 
calm sea. The next day Billy, shy little street boy, 
asked play boat. Being discouraged over the 
deadness the attempted play the previous day 
asked Billy ahead and play boat before school. 
Before realized what was going on, Billy had organ- 
ized the whole kindergarten. Heavy kindergarten 
tables were moved for the boat, stood end make 
the ticket office, tickets were being made children 
assigned that task, and the play was carried out 
with such realism that some the children played 
being seasick. upon entering the boat one 
failed downhill going over the gangway 
must back again and shuffle guardedly down the 
plank. There was intelligent co-operation, every 
child was responsible, and Billy blossomed 
leader ability. From that day was companion 
all the children and grew away from his shyness. 
This play boats continued several days, and 
the kindergarten furniture could not used—blocks 
were used build the steps, offices, boats—the chil- 
dren working various groups. 

second conclusion is:— 

That there need opportunity for spontaneous 
group work every day. Children’s minds work 
quickly, vividly, they should allowed 
catch impressions through this expression. The dif- 
ferences children’s environment, experiences, 
bring much the school that educative. one 
group illustrates experience; another different 
type, there comparison, investigation, and experi- 
ment. 

Children are better teachers one another than 
are adults. They are nearer one another, have 
more faith one another, assert rights more readily, 
exchange ideas, their minds follow better. 


With spontaneous group work must have pa- 
tience experiments and not expect results too soon. 
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When possible, work should left the floor from 
day day. Children continue experiment, see 
new possibilities. This group gives the teachers 
great opportunity study children—to know their 
interests, their experiences, their abilities, their 
power concentration, their needs. Teachers 
realize this work that ‘‘equal opportunity does not 
mean identical opportunity, but full opportunity 
each the ground individual needs and capaci- 
ties, for full development each individual.”’ 
third conclusion is:— 
There need organized group work each day, 
unless the interest the spontaneous group carries 
over from day day. have stressed the values 
the spontaneous group that most needed, 
for have had too much the organized group. 
Life demands this latter continually and the spon- 
taneous group gives the individual education, but 
the organized group necessary for the all-around 
education.

makes possible for the teacher control large 
numbers any case emergency. Life demands 
followers, but intelligent followers. Children should 
able follow directions, and following more 
intelligent after having followed smaller groups 
and having experimented with independent control. 
this organized work should come from the spon- 
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taneous group improve leadership, help 
making other leaders. 

Helped from the spontaneous group, the teacher 
uses children’s experiences help better under- 
standing and improve mechanical knowledge; 
but this does not always carry over. Recently 
direction tried help children placing windows 
building with floor blocks, but the children con- 
tinued experiment their own way make 
windows open doors. 

Imitation help. One cannot rely upon him- 
self for all. learn from experiences others, but 
must have expert advice occasionally. Original- 
ity does not mean weakness doing routine work, 
but familiarity with some routine work will bring 
improvements contributions the past. 

Life demands large groups. must move 
unison times. 

boy had built most successfully reproduction 
the Chamber Commerce tower—over six feet 
height. teacher, pictures, gave informa- 
tion various kinds towers. After several weeks 
attempted another tower, tried for several days 
get the foundation strong enough for heavier blocks. 
called the help others. After the third day 
tower and use every block the school, but 
Just word the correct placing and right kind 
blocks for foundation was all that was necessary. 

There danger the spontaneous group chil- 
dren repeating without progress, and organized group 
work must come the rescue few. There 
danger some children always taking the easiest 
way, and must prevent this. 

Life demands standards response expression. 

Children demand organization entire group. 
Their social disposition does not want any one ex- 
cluded, one miss what has tell. 

Again, the spontaneous group work demands 
more teacher rather than less. The teacher 
never negligible quantity. She not autocrat, 
not dictator, but chairman, referee, judge. 
good chairwoman starts things going, keeps things 
going, keeps the subject, and prevents drifting 
dawdling. 

good referee sees that there fair play, sees 
that the rules the game are followed, sees that 
individual rights are asserted, sees that all are the 
game, allows slackers. wise judge sees the value 
the work being done, sees that there progress, 
sees the need new aims and new materials; 
ever ready build lagging interest when needed, 


le 


ready recognize particular ability lack ability, 
diplomatic. Greater diplomacy required this 
work not interfere with natural organization, 
adjustments made without interfering with interest. 
better understanding environment necessary 
know what extent experiences are progressive 
the home, the street, with the help the 
family. should know the ideals parents, 
friends, and nursemaids. 

better knowledge child psychology neces- 
sary understand value play—its continuation 
flightiness—to know how gain most progress 
each individual. Physical and mental tests may 
reveal unsuspected hindrances social adjustments 
and development best ability. Teachers should 
have some knowledge the value such tests. 

Democracy’s standards should the standards 
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our schools. Children should measured 
their intelligent co-operation, their ability 
think independently, initiate and control situa- 
tions, their power self-control and their 
consideration for others. 

The spontaneous group provides for the prac- 
tice these democratic principles. such groups 
children are constantly making social adjustments; 
there opportunity for leadership, for responsibility, 
for initiative and experiment; individual rights 
are asserted and this self-direction develops co-opéra- 
tion and self-control. 

The organized group should supplement the spon- 
group for the purpose helping the chil- 
dren better the things they are endeavoring 
and realize that certain standards are demanded 
life.

Experiment Illustrative Spontaneous Group Work 


Edith Dixon, Cambridge, Mass. 


WISH give one example spontaneous group 
work showing its educative value for the child. 
This was experiment with the large floor blocks. 

group children ranging age from four 
six were shown these blocks for the first time. Each 
child worked individually first, and the responses 
were the common ones placing blocks different 
positions,—resulting bridges, ‘nclosures various 
kinds, sidewalks, tunnels, etc. 

square inclosure made one child was imitated 
another, and the two inclosures were combined, 
suggesting the children two rooms house. 
They then made furniture for the rooms. Other 
children became interested. They gathered around 
and tested some the furniture sitting the 
chairs. One child then placed long board across the 
inclosure and sat upon it. Others followed. They 
called them seats train, they played train, imi- 
tating the whistle. One child who had taken 
part the group this time, but had made 
himself another part the room very repre- 
sentative engine, tried move across the room 
and attach this train. 


The next day, soon the children entered 


the room which the blocks were kept, Grace said, 
play train 

They arranged the blocks much the same way, 
but because their inclosure was too wide the long 
blocks arranged across the top kept slipping off 
one end the other. 

The teacher had taken part heretofore, but 
this point suggested that they make their inclo- 
sure narrower that the boards would stay top. 
The children, however, did not take the suggestion, 
but placed the boards inside, calling 
Each child then made one these beds and 
they all lay down row. One child then volun- 
teered the doctor and went through the mo- 
tions pouring and giving medicine. 

This hospital play was repeated for three days 
with very little change, different children taking the 
part the doctor. the third day two nurses 
were added the staff. 

The interest then returned the making 
seats, but not seats train, seats 

must have ticket said one child. 
must have stage act said another. 
Four the children fell industriously work upon 
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the stage and fifth upon the making the ticket 
booth. When all was completed the performance 
began, each child turn leaving his seat entertain 
the others. Roughriders, Indians, and fancy danc- 
ing were perhaps thé most prominent features 
the performance. 

This play was repeated for seven days when cir- 
cumstances made necessary discontinue the 
use the blocks. The children became noisy and 
disorderly times and the play would then 
abandoned for that day, but they always returned 
the following day. 

What are the educative values play this 
kind? 

The question experimentation and failure 
the part the child, opposed control 
the teacher, which always brings results. 

The method arriving success through trial 
and error, which life method, here clearly 
demonstrated the making the ticket booth. 

The child who initiated this feature the play 
kept persistently trying construct some- 
thing large enough hold himself. soon 
tried get inside the booth would collapse. That 
was his problem and was not until the third day 
that the result satisfied him. 

What had gained from this experience? 
had recognized his problem—that building the 


last discovered ways and means solving it. 
had gained power concentration and invention, 
also certain technical skill, for his booth was quite 
finished product with window through which 
looked sold tickets. 

The question power invent and con- 
struct gained the spontaneous group opposed 
that same power gained the organized group 
where the method largely imitation and sugges- 
tion. 

often hear the criticism made that through 
this freer method children fall into habits, 
building carelessly and perhaps not such rep- 
resentative fashion. That has not been expe- 
rience provided the children were given sufficient 


ticket many failures had at. 


time prove their ability. cannot done 
day nor week, but the long run the results 
have been quite representative and often more so. 

the case this particular play the power 
gained the children was shown from day day 
the improvements made. Wider seats, then seats 
with backs, groups seats with aisles between, 
higher and better built stage, etc. When the need for 
these improvements was felt the children they 
were made. 

The question intensive interest opposed 
superficial interest which does not often carry 
over Carry on. 

The intensive interest this play evidenced 
the fact that carried for seven days, and might 
have continued longer had circumstances permitted. 
might add here that the blocks were put away after 
each lesson. Sometimes where the results are left 
from day day they suggest the continuation 
the play. 

The greatest educational value lies the social 
adjustment and co-operation necessary carry 
such play. 

Why did not the children disagree and the group 
scatter? There were arguments almost every 
step, but the motive the play was strong 
enough carry them over all obstacles. 

Why was strong enough? Because was 
centered life experience, something they wanted 
do, and something they themselves had initiated. 

Some may feel that play not de- 
sirable type play encourage, but the moving 
picture show social factor that must reckon 
make so, for this case the children could 
dramatize kindergarten stories, impersonate 
Mother Goose characters having the audience guess, 
charades. The form the play not 
serious sometimes make it, for changes 
rapidly with the children.

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The Music Needs the Little Child

discussion; its purpose will have been served 

succeed stating the situation and needs 

music the kindergarten, and offer specific problems 

for investigation. Still further, shall limit myself 

the presentation only two three most essential 

needs; the two which may possible, some 
measure, practically solve. 

These needs are: (1) Musicianship the sine 
non teachers who purpose taking charge 
the music education the little higher 
type song and pure music (instrumental music) for 
education and cultural use. 

The first need more primarily concerns the train- 
ing and normal schools which attempt prepare 
teachers music for the kindergarten and primary 
grades. The second need, while also concerns 
the schools for the training teachers, will here 
considered only its direct bearing upon the work 
the kindergarten. 


its appearance upon this world’s 
every human mentality exhibits two phases, 
literally twice-born. the first phase conscious 
being the primal mental powers the child appear 
latent, subconscious potencies functions. For 
the well-being the child and the race necessary 
that education, unorganized and organized, should 
concerned with bringing birth sound and fecund 
mental energies; that pre-natal education should 
such character shall result the healthy birth 
these subconscious mental forces. 

the second stage progress, however, that 
witness the real birth the child intelligent 
human. This second birth the appearance 
conscious life all primal mental functions their 
various modes operation and their application 
the infinite fields knowledge and experience. 
For the good the child and humanity, the high 
duty and privilege the forces education see 
that each primal function, each and every 
specific mode intellection, shall virilely fructified 
and well-born—be ushered into consciousness 
healthy and vigorous state. 

But there further and equally vital educational 


healthy mental activities and fail cultivate and 
nourish them. far more important and 
potential work the forces education develop, 
intensify, culture each and every primal mental 
function and mode thought, and guide into wise 
and righteous employment. 

The various educational forces work are the 
inner urgings intelligent life, the inspirational 
influences the spiritual and mental nature 
being; the atmospheres thought parents, 
teachers, and other minds with which the child 
comes contact social life; the lure all nature, 
and the intuitions the kingdom beauty within. 
All these forces play their individual part fructify- 
ing, stimulating, and decoying into action mental 
capacities; and they also pour into the mind and 
heart the child their wealth culturing thought, 
and emotional and spiritual experiences. 

present are primarily concerned with but 
two these the teacher and (2) the 
culturing material thought which should 
brought within the grasp the child’s powers 
perception, appreciation, and assimilation. 


The inspirational and cultural force the teacher, 
parent otherwise, primarily direct ratic 
the extent, but more especially, the quality 
the content his intelligence. This not only 
true the teacher’s influence upon the development 
primal functions, but also respect his power 
stimulating and nurturing specific modes 
thought the various fields knowledge—language, 
science, nature, art. For healthy and vigorous 
development, each and every germ thought 
demands the fertilizing force, and the guidance, 
broad and finely cultured intelligence respect 
process and specific fields investigation 
constructive imagination. 

primary education this necessity not suf- 
ficiently recognized, and education fails truly 
primal. evidence, witness the extremely im- 
mature and uncultured teaching force injected into 
our educational system our normal schools and 
teachers’ colleges. But art, and especially the 
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art music, this just demand for virile fertilization 
and culture the germs music conception 
practically lost sight of, despite the fact that aural 
embryonic thought, whose highest inspiration and 
nourishment found the kingdom music, 
surely justly entitled any other mode 
fructified and well born. The embryonic germ 
music thinking, therefore, calls for the potent, 
impregnating influence, and wise guidance, 
vigorous and broadly cultured music intelligence. 

From this point view, and noting present 
conditions, plain that, respect music, the 
first essential need the kindergarten cultured 
musicians have charge the music education 
the children. The present conditions call for 
frank conjoint discussion cultured and expérienced 
kindergartners and musicians, the problem 
adequate preparation all who propose take 
charge the musical culture little children. 

There can question but that from Froebel 
the present time, music has been, and is, considered 
vital importance all kindergarten teachers and 
writers. But, strangely, other subject, though 
recognizedly more intrinsic value, treated 
with such utter disregard the necessary preparation 
its teachers. number work, surely more 
vital value than music the kindergarten, thorough 
preparation mathematical thinking requisite 
even for admission the training schools. 
individual expected get his fundamental mathe- 
matical education the training school for teachers. 
Whatever educational development obtains there, 
involves study the higher principles and processes 
mathematical thought. 

respect music, however, little serious 
thought has been given the subject that does 
not appear many educational workers most 
incongruous situation that allows student who 
purposes teaching music the kindergarten enter 
the training school with the smallest modicum 
musical knowledge, even with required musical 
preparation. But that this anomalous situation 
exists, clearly shown reports called out 
questionnaire sent out all the collegiate, normal, 
and private kindergarten training schools the 
country. 

But still more aberrant the fact, that with all 
this woeful lack preparation, thought possible 
from fifty ninety periods (not hours but thirty 
fifty minutes) allotted the work the training 
schools, develop adequate preparation for 


taking charge the music education the little 
child—that is, inspire, develop, and culture his 
musical powers. This conception the matter 
far from logical, fair the child. assist 
the birth and development healthy and vigorous 
musical consciousness, the teacher must himself 


musically well born, and have background 


adequate musical culture. 

Not all mathematicians can teach mathematics, 
sure, but one can teach mathematics who 
not mathematician,—that is, one who can 
mathematical experience and appreciation. But 
does not seem occur with equal force the 
educational world that while all musicians may not 
able teach music, certain that musicianship 
the most primal qualification the teacher 
music; and musicianship includes not only the ability 
think and voice music, but, what greatest 
value, background musical experience, culture, 
and judgment brought about contact with really 
great art. 

What, then, are the needs the training school 
respect music education kindergarten 
teachers? The demands concern themselves (1) 
with preparation for entrance, and (2) with the music 
education which the training school 
vide. 

The problem entrance requirements, 
graduation, complicated the different classes 
training schools. Certainly, post-graduate schools 
and normal schools approaching post-graduate work 
should make higher demands than the general train- 
ing school, both entrance and graduation require- 
ments. However, since the larger number training 
schools deals with less highly prepared student, 
must consider the needs from their point view. 
Subjects discussion, then, 

(1) For entrance the kindergarten training 
school what musical preparation shall required 
students who purpose teaching music? 

(2) music, what, present, shall the 
minimum requirements for graduation? 

(3) Owing the press many required 
studies the curriculum, and the tendency 
further demands this direction; and since the 
music-teaching force most training schools far 
from being prepared foster the musical education 
required the teacher, there third question for 
discussion. not better that the music teachers 
the kindergarten required secure the neces- 
sary music education and culture private study, 
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the schools devoted distinctively music 
education 

The right the child well born not more 
true, not more essential, than his right well 

Good judgment respect the choice 
material for thought vital, since, after all said, 
not the teacher but the kind and quality the 
mental nourishment give the child that the 
real cultural influence. Pure and nourishing food 

the development cultured language see 
how vital the influence the thought and language 
with which the child comes contact home. 
When you meet young child with cultured 
language always the product primarily the 
high character and quality the ideas that are 
common circulation the family and school, and 
this must hold true, therefore, equal degree 
awaking conscious activity the latent germ 
music intellection, the development conscious 
music thinking, experience, appreciation, and cultured 
judgment. 

respect music the second need, therefore, 
for higher type music material; for songs 
finer quality; for pure music intrinsic and 
value, whatever may its specific use the kinder- 
garten program. Happily, there widespread 
awakening this need and real effort meet it. 
other aspect the problem see greater 
need for the influence cultured poetic and music 
experience our teachers music than this 
matter choosing nourishing material. Some years 
back Miss Susan Blow recognized the fact that the 
music Froebel’s Mother Play was impossible for 
either parents, teachers, children, and she selected 
and published number songs deemed suitable for 
modern use. But her proposed reform did not 
far enough, because did not start from the basis 
practical knowledge the music education the 
child, and just conception the part the kinder- 
garten should play its realization. Besides, the 
prevalent notion music adjunct—important, 

sure—of the program fiction, played too large 
part the choice material. 

The question, therefore, is: this general stage 
the child’s consciousness, when the wonder-worlds 
within and without begin dawn upon him and 
awaken intense desires and interest, shall his first 
glimpse the wonder-world music primarily 
song material adjusted the various experiences 


involved the day’s program? Shall not rather 
the function the kindergarten, every school, 
every music teacher, choose material which shall 
center the child’s interest, power grasp, assimila- 
tion, enjoyment and expression music itself; 
open new world beauty the child’s mind and 
heart; entice him enter, appropriate and 
enjoy its fruits through mental and spiritual as- 
similation; treasure memory and find one 
more worthy incentive for that self-expression which 
essential individual growth and the service 
humanity? 

Taking this conception the ideal attained, 
what, brief, are the specific objects which shall 
determine the songs and the pure music used? 

Taking for granted that are all agreed that 
songs are the most primary material for our purpose, 
three primal needs must considered 

Above all others would put the need for 
songs sung for the children. 

These songs have twofold purpose: (a) shed 
sunshine and shower upon the dormant, subconscious 
germ music apprehension, and (b) awaken, 
may be, some degree conscious appreciation and 
enjoyment through incitement active participation 
the singing. 

Would that our hygienic lawmakers were wise 
enough inject into the minds mothers little 
that milk human motherhood love, which would 
bring back the old-fashioned bedtime custom 
taking the children into their arms and lulling them 
slumber with song. 

Would that more mothers to-day sang into their 
children’s minds and hearts least few the host 
melodies great their childlike simplicity, pure 
beauty, and depth meaning. But 
appears the dream past, behooves the 
kindergarten supply, some measure, this need. 

not possible gather the children small 
groups and sing for them with motherly familiarity 
gems melody gleaned from the treasuries folk 
and art songs, and the contributions 
musicians have made children’s song literature. 
Songs for this purpose should chosen with reference 
intrinsic musical beauty, especially melodic beauty, 
though the children may understand and appreciate 
little, any, the poetic thought. For the vital 
purpose touch the latent power music per- 
ception and appreciation with the fructifying warmth 
music itself; awaken and stir active participa- 
tion the and spiritual nourishment 
truly great melodies,—melodies immortal reason 
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simplicity and beauty which young and old can 
apprehend, enjoy, and treasure memory. 

For this purpose not necessary that all songs 
should sung their entirety. Here and there are 
found beautiful strains songs which, their 
entirety, may not appeal the child. For instance, 
what could more effective waking the latent 
power musical appreciation than the first two 
strains The Linden Tree Schubert? these 
strains are found strength, simplicity, 
beauty, and tenderness which cannot fail 
appeal the child-heart every age. Such strains 
should also included this repertoire. 

For cultural work large the number 
available songs, one loss choose even for 
illustration, but the following, taken random from 
the song literature different nations, are pertinent 
our purpose. Among German songs there the 
Little Dustman, glorified Brahms, and rare 
Christmas Song Peter Cornelius. From France, 
etait une bergere, The Shepherdess, and Winds 
Evening. all the tender old Welsh 
lyric, All Through the Night, and the still more 
wonderful Irish gem, Spirit the Summertime. 

Nor should Sweet Afton from Scotland for- 
gotten, nor Where the Bee Sucks, that good old 
English musician, Dr. Arne,—a melody too fine 
omitted. From our own land Suwannee River 
doubt comes mind; but wish call attention 
group songs, Song Vignettes, from the pen 
the late Gerritt Smith, than which nothing finer has 
béen brought forth any the previously men- 
tioned writers songs for children; series gems 
fine that, sad say, its publication has been 
suspended until there sufficiently wide apprecia- 
tion warrant new edition. necessary 
cite only two songs, Rain Song, and Peace Night, 
reveal the general quality the collection. 

not inferred from the emphasis laid 
upon melody bringing birth 
healthy music consciousness and experience, that 
the art poetry song, and the poetic spirit the 
child, are neglected. Far from that. spur 
into active life and nurture poetic imagination 
the high emprise song. The poetic spirit the 
child, therefore, should also well born and 
nourished. 

accomplish this, besides the songs chosen 
primarily for the intrinsic beauty melody which 
requires help from poetry carry message 
the child-heart, many more should sung which 
the poetry assumes importance, and simple enough 


awaken interest, develop imagination and active 
appreciation the poetic spirit song. 

Though few kindergarten 
teachers are aware it, great the children’s 
heritage songs beautiful and rich their dual 
poetic and musical nature, and vital the child’s 
intellectual culture. But, for our 
purposes, choose wisely from this treasury 
cultural song, calls for teachers fine poetic and 
musical taste and judgment, plus child’s heart. 

The second function song, for which 
need proper material, stimulate active melodic 
thinking and expression, and furnish opportunity 
for that appreciation and culture which can result 
only from the interpretive study song. 

the latent germ music thought were always 
easily awakened, perceptual and constructive 
poetic and music imagination were universally strong 
and active, the problem choosing material for 
nourishment would measurably 
material must chosen meet the needs the 
children sluggish weak musical 
such children, and they are numerous, there 
necessity for short phrase-songs which the 
melodic, well the phonic, elements are extremely 
simple, and present the least number impediments 
quick grasp, and free vocal expression. 

conception and voice have been measurably solved, 
the choice songs has, for its third purpose, purely 
cultural development through interpretive study 
and appreciation many songs, covering wide 
field poetic and music imagination. ex- 
tremely valuable and essential by-product, such 
intensive study will result memory richly stored 
with songs intrinsic beauty, and poetic and 
spiritual significance. 

summarize: Song material falls into two 
general 

(1) Songs for children hear. 

(2) Songs for children 

The latter group subdivides into songs which 
may serve (a) awaken conceptual thought, and 
discover pure voice; (b) songs for cultural purposes 
—to develop musical thought and appreciation 
through interpretive singing; and (c) songs 
memory. 

The practical question that arises is, where this 
material found, and how may collected 
that shall service? 


The field from which glean wide. Gems 
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are found all the folk-song literature the 
world—Slavonic, Scandinavian, 
British, Latin, Teutonic, Indian, American, and 
American Indian. Again, there the domain 
songs written for children; the art songs which have 
sprung from the minds and hearts the song-poets 
many nations—Brahms, Schumann, Reinecke, 
Taubert, Grieg, Schubert, Cornelius, and our own 
country, particular, Gerritt Smith. 

the past ten twelve years there has been 
praiseworthy and measurably successful effort 
compilers song books gather material from all 
the sources which have been mentioned, but the 
results, their best, leave much desired. 

This leads another point noted. our 
song books there are many beautiful 
melodies associated with poetry inane thought 
and puerile language and rhythm; also many 
mismated melodies because poetry foreign 
their character. There are also many exquisite 
melodies which should available but the poetry 
utterly unsuited our children. This latter condi- 
tion obtains many very beautiful French songs. 
sure, many such melodies have been rescued 
and supplied with poetry adapted the thought 
our children. But there are many more equal, 
not greater, value which the children should know and 
sing. For example, from the Weckerlin collection, 
Popular Songs France, might cited number 
such melodies which our children might learn 
with profit. These melodies are rare quality, but 
the poetry the songs impossible for our children. 
Mr. Ralph Seymour, Chicago, has published one 
the most beautiful these melodies, substituting 
for the French Noel, Chantons, vous prie, 
perfect accord with the spirit the melody. 

Martin Luther believed that devil should 
not have all the good and forthwith meta- 
morphosed popular ditties into good German chorals; 
and Handel, “that grand old robber,” did not 
hesitate make use love songs themes 
great choruses the Messiah. There every 
reason, therefore, and precedent, such were needed, 
for appropriating the children’s use melodies, 
wherever found, that are culturaily adapted their 
needs. With poetic setting befitting its simplicity 
and tender grace, that exquisite thirteenth century 
love song which Marion sings her lover Adam 
Hale’s Opera Comique, Robin Marion, might 
emerge from its obscurity and added the gems 
our could learn sing, love, and cherish. 


the other hand, there are many worthy 
poems sadly mismated, without adequate musical 
interpretation. One such rare gem Victor Hugo’s 
poem 

Good night, good night, 
Far flies the light; 

But still God’s love 
Shall flame above, 
Making all bright; 
Good night, good night. 


far know, this poem associated with 
melody which adequately voices its inner spirit. 
But worthy music which shall enhance the 
beauty its imagery, strengthen spiritual 
import, and add the musical and poetic treasures 
childhood’s memories. 

this connection, and out practical experience, 
should like suggest that such poems might 
sung their native language. French songs, the 
poetic thought has cultural value for our children, 
offer splendid opportunities for the initial learning 
the language most practical way. Not only 
may fine diction obtained, but the children 
approach the language from the right angle,—that 
art perception and esthetic enjoyment, for they 
are privileged revel the beauties the two arts 
poetic imagery, and the rhythm and melody 
oral sounds. German should treated like 
manner. 

third phase our problem involves the choice 
and classification songs with reference specific 
needs more less technical character. 

already pointed out, there great need for 
fine, short, phrase-songs further the awaking 
melodic conception, and assist developing 
free and pure quality vocal expression. Such 
material not necessary manufacture, and 
need dry technical bones offer the children. 
Fine melodic material may found abundance 
phrases taken from folk-song literature. The 
old French cradle song Do, do, do, the 
more familiar German folklied, Kukuk, Kukuk ruft 
Wald, are both excellent because the 
simplicity the melodic phrases available for 
phrase-songs and the singable qualities the vowel 
sounds the language. Besides they are intrinsic 
merit musically. 


word, now, concerning the practical work 
investigating and selecting the desired songs. 
must understood, first all, that one 
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person prepared meet all the demands. How- 
ever clever and cultured poetically and musically 
one may be; however skilled through long practice, 
the development the child mind and familiarity 
with the specific needs the kindergarten, one 
individual wise enough full justice the 


‘subject. demands the combined wisdom 


cultured musicians who have had practical experience 
the music education the child, and trained 
kindergartners poetic and musical taste and 
culture. 

Having gathered the necessary material the 
question arises: How shall made available for 
the teachers? 

course, the simplest method would 
publish lists the various classes songs. But 
when you become aware the fact that the songs 
which may selected are scattered through 
small library books, plain see that mere 
list songs, and the books which they may 
found, will little value most teachers. 
own merely tentative list cost years search through 
hundreds volumes, and there are many more 
sources which, yet, have not been able 
examine. clear, therefore, that some method 


must devised whereby sufficient material the 


right class songs may brought within reach 
all teachers. And should noted that, without 
doubt, the songs which may selected will 
inestimable value all teachers primary schools. 

first aid suffering teachers, small volume 
might published, but ultimately some plan must 
devised which will permit growth volume, and 
yet flexible enough admit individual selections 
meet widely varying needs. East Side kin- 
dergarten New York certainly differs slightly 
from one Brookline, Massachusetts. 
leaf form publication would meet all requirements. 


Time does not permit the proper treatment 
the problem pure music the kindergarten,—to 
discuss its character and the important purposes 
may serve. too great value, however, 
pass over without suggesting one the problems 
which should engage the attention and careful study 
teachers within and without the training schools. 
There great need for revaluation this essential 
element the music education the child. 
And this revaluation must have reference both 
the function pure music (so-called instrumental 
music) the kindergarten scheme music educa- 
tion, and the character the music employed.

Among the stores there 
number small drums which had once been 
used for some fancy marching, but there were not 
enough round among the children. tour 
was made among the shops for something cheap and 
lasting, and triangles were found which think 
cost penny apiece. the drums were given 
the younger children, because, being very small and 
innocent parchment, they made little noise 
that did not much matter whether time was kept 
not. The older children found the triangles 
fascinating, and they were expected both listen 
the piano and watch the beat. 

Nothing could have been more simple than our 
beginning. The piano played march, the conductor 
beat time, and the children followed more less 
correctly triangle drum. The next step was 
made with the discovery small pairs cymbals 
costing sixpence each. seemed clear from the first 
that would better clash these the first 
beat the bar only, and the children all tried 
the same. This proved beyond the little 
drummers—a steady one, two, three, four proved 
the limit their powers. The children over six, how- 
ever, enjoyed doing something involving little effort, 
the cymbals and triangles now marked only the 
first beat. 

Presently began discuss the music; this 
might now called analysis, but had not even 
technical names, far less technical knowledge. Our 
marches, minuets, etc., were played over bit bit, 
and the children suggested what the music ‘‘sounded 
and rose orchestration the simplest 
kind. couple larger drums were purchased, 
and now the bigger drums and cymbals had their 
passages, then the triangles and little drums, and, 
lastly, perhaps all the instruments contributed 
towards grand finale. 

was this stage that gave our first public 
performance, which was great success, though 
the conductor had many qualms whether the 
presence fathers and mothers, added the dis-

looking the baton and remembering where one’s 
own instrument came in. However, all went well, 
the only contretemps being that, when wandering 
attention had with difficulty been secured, roving eyes 
apparently intent, and the baton just descending, 
four-year-old drummer suddenly espied his mother 
and shouted aloud her: ‘‘Mother! where’s 
This, however, brought down the house, 
and the orchestra delightedly joined the applause. 

When moved the kindergarten attached 
the Maria Grey College, had start afresh.

With present the monitors for the 
week take precedence, every one gets his her 
turn; but the most exalted position that 
for that proud individual manipu- 
lates our big drum, handsome instrument which 
cost about ten shillings. 

The music for the band may vary according 
the taste and skill the pianist. The children like 
something tuneful; but, the band intended 
help towards musical appreciation, naturally the 
music should good possible. the same 
time, should not too complicated, for the 
children are unable follow they will dislike it. 

The teacher must try experiments find out 
what her children are ready enjoy. not 
find that many changes are necessary. 
make the band one the few occasions when all 
the children from four eight can join together, 
the younger ones degrees pick the parts for 
cymbals, drums, etc., and are ready for these when 
they, their turn, become the older 
better for every teacher choose her own music 
and, concert with her children, make her own 
plans. Merely example, however, can take 
here one the simple pieces written Schumann 
for young pianists. good many years ago Miss 
Janet Payne tried the experiment playing our 
children, while they were occupied with free drawing, 
such music Mendelssohn’s Lieder these 
Schumann pieces. she found this successful, 
she used some these for the band, and the one 
that has caught the children’s fancy most Knecht 
Ruprecht, which childhood was translated 
The Bogy Man. 

The first four bars this gives rumble semi- 
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quavers and marked quavers, ending with three 
strong notes; our drums rumble and beat for three 
bars, and the cymbals clash the three loud notes. 
With slight changes key and pitch, this goes 
for twenty-four bars or, with strict attention 
repeat marks, with which take liberties, for 
forty bars. comes quiet semiquaver passage, 
rather after the style five-finger exercises, which 
covers forty-eight bars, and here the triangles come 
with steady one, two, three, four; the bells 
ring cheerfully, and the tambourines mark the first 
beat each bar with stroke followed shake. 
The piece ends with repetition the parts for drums 
and cymbals, that here the whole orchestra never 
plays together. 

have tried the children conductors, and 
some are surprisingly good. the music something 
simple, where all the instruments play straight on, 
practically any child can conduct, and some, who 


wield the baton feebly, show that they can follow 
the rhythm instinctive bend the small head 
mark the first beat the bar. But when the 
conductor has bring different instruments 
quite another matter, and the children show 
great difference power. 

Some rise the occasion surprisingly well, and 
our best conductor, aged seven, conducts 
Ruprecht with great vigor, and brings the various 
instruments great style.
